SULFANILAMIDE 
SMOTHERS GERMS 
IN CURING DISEASE

MILWAUKEE, June 21,—The 
new drug, sulfanilamide, smothers 
disease germs’ in the human body. 
Discovery of the queer trick by 
which it does this was reported to. 
the medical section of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment.of Science today by Doctors 
Ralph R. Mellon and Lawrance 
E. Shinn, of Western Pennsylvania 
hospital, Pittsburgh. 
Sulfanilamide, made from a red 
dye, and first used as a medicine 
in 1935, has been this century’s 
chief medical sensation. Succes- 
sively it has become the best med- 


icine for blood poisoning, pneu- 


monia, meningitis, erysipelas, gon- 
orrhea and a dozen other diseases. 

There has been great mystery as 
to how it could be effective against 
such completely different diseases, 
This the smothering appears to 
explain. 

All these diseases, the’ Pitts- 
burgh dictors said, are caused by 
germs. The germs are not the 
same. Streptococci, for example, 
cause blood poisoning and pneu- 
monicocci cause pneumonia. But 
in the diseases sulfanilamide cures, 
all the different germs have one 
common trait. 

They get their oxygen. from 
hydrogen peroxide. Buried. in 
body tissues, these virulent organ- 
isms manufacture-their own hy- 
drogen peroxide with the aid of |

May Force F.D.R.’s Hand. 

Talk in Washington of Garner’s 
candidacy caused Georgia observ- 
ers to speculate that the issue 
might arise if friends of the Texan 
sought to place his name on the 
primary ballot.

county-wide tax to support them. 
| “As to the proposition of estab- 
lishing a _ psychopathic hospital, 
however, I believe we should pro- 
ceed rather slowly. Care of the 
‘insane is a responsibility of the 
‘state, but if we provide a hospital 
'for them, it will be full always, 
‘and our citizens will be taxed to 
‘operate and maintain state insti- 
‘tutions without getting any bene- 
fit from them. We will be taxing

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All Pay Taxes 


Many puzzling features in the present day. 


political picture in America are made at least 
partially clear by the most recent poll by the 
Institute of Public Opinion. 

Dr. Gallup and his associates asked voters 
of the nation the simple question, “do you pay 
taxes?” One-fourth, 25 per cent, answered “No.” 
More interesting even than this ratio, however, 
is the fact that 40 per cent of those in the 
lower income group believe they pay no taxes, 
while the proportion of Democrats in this happy 
state of ignorance is greater than that of Re- 
publicans. 

And, more significant still, those who class 
themselves as non-taxpayers are 71 per cent 
for President Roosevelt, while among the ones 
who realize they do pay taxes, only 54 per cent 
approve the presidential policies. A 

Of course, there is no individual in all Amer- 
ica who does not pay taxes. For everyone, 
whether classed among the well-to-do, among 
the poorest of all, as relief workers or as 
charity recipients, pays taxes in some form 
or other. It is impossible to purchase any 
article today in the United States without con- 
tributing some portion of the price paid as 
taxes. Indirect tawes, to be sure, but taxes 
nevertheless. Taxes which increase the cost of 
living, which subtract from the purchasing 
power of every dollar and every dime and taxes 
which impose greater and greater handicaps 
upon business and all the people. 

It is estimated that, for the United States 
as a whole, more than 25 cents out of every 
dollar expended for any article, goes eventually 
to the tax collector. This, of course, varies 
with the type of purchase and, generally speck- 
ing, the poorer man pays a smaller propor- 
tion. But he pays nevertheless. 

Thus a salaried worker who receives $20 a 
week in his pay envelope, who pays no ad 
valorem, income or other direct taxes, never- 
theless has $100 a year taken out of his earn- 
ings as taxes, 

Reckless spending of tax moneys by federal 
or state government, ever-increasing public 
debts and the ever-present demands upon the 
treasuries, may be accounted for with greater 
logic when it is understood that 25 per cent of 
the people believe, no matter how erroneously, 
that they pay no taxes at all. Such people must 
enjoy a philosophy which teaches them to grab 
as much as possible out of the public trough— 
“we don't pay taxes, it isn't our money, any- 
Way.” 

Perhaps the first step toward inculcation of 
that much-to-be-desired enthusiasm for public 
thrift should be a determined and effective 
method of teaching the truth, to every one in 
the United States, as to the sources from which 
tax moneys come. For all people are, naturally, 
more chary about squandering their own money 
than money which they believe, rightfully or 
wrongfully, to have been collected from a lot 
of strangers. 


The Third of July 


Independence Day, the Fourth of July, falls 
this year on a Tuesday. Thus, in the normal 
course of events, employes of the vast majority 
of business houses are anticipating a vacation 
that week end of two days, but with a day of 
work sandwiched between. 

Austin Abbott, well-known Atlanta business- 
man, has made the suggestion that business 
generally close shop for the full three days, 
permitting employes to enjoy a real vacation 
without interruption. This can be done without 
excessive loss to anyone, he declares, if all 
business, industry and the public officials of 
Atlanta and vicinity agree and co-operate in 
the plan. Monday, July the Third, he says 
should be proclaimed as a special, city-wide, 
legal holiday. 

There is much to be said in favor of Mr. 
Abbott's proposal. The loss sustained through 
closing on this particular Monday will be neg- 
ligible if all business establishments close. In 
any event, a large proportion of the customers 
will be vacationing, and it is not likely that 
receipts for that Monday will cover the costs 
of operation. It might be profitable for many 
businesses to stay closed that day, anyway. 

No one, of course, can know the situation 
existing in any business as does the operator 
himself. It may, therefore, be presumptive to 
attempt to make suggestions. Nevertheless, it 
does appear both reasonable and feasible to 
grant this extra holiday to the workers who

have stuck to their posts so faithfully on other 
days. And it would probably pay dividends in 
greater enthusiasm for a considerate boss and 
greater efficiency after a recuperative vacation 
to the mountains or the coast. 


“The Sun Never Sets—”’ 

The sun never sets on England’s troubles, as 
well as her flag, these troublous days. This 
week it’s in the Far East. Last week it was in 
the eastern end of the Mediterranean, the week 
before in Mittel Europa and next week it wili 
be no telling where. 

Nothing of importance in the affairs of na- 
tions can happen which does not, in some way, 
affect British foreign policy. So, in arriving at 
a decision in matters pertaining to Japan, for 
instance, it first must be determined how the 
decision will effect the empire’s relations with 
other peoples, whether the benefits of a con- 
templated course of action will be outweighed 
by the detrimental effects in other parts of the 
world. 

Slowness to act has often been misinter- 
preted to mean not knowing how to act. In 
fact, this very absence of speed has become so 
associated with British foreign policy that 
“muddling through” is the more popular name 


for it. 


The present incident at Tientsin, in China, 
is a case in point, Although Japan’s action in 
declaring a blockade is considered in some 
quarters as an act of war, England, in the 
broader view she must necessarily take of the 
consequences of meeting the issue on that basis, 
naturally wants to isolate the dispute merely 
as a local affair. To have taken up the gaunt- 
let of war every time it has been thrown down 
by Germany, Italy and Japan would have been 
nothing short of foolhardy. 

Merely letting the gauntlet lie, ignoring the 
hot-headed challenge, has been sufficient, so 
far, not only to avert war, but to practically as- 
sure victory to the British in the event it can 
no longer be averted. It should not be over- 
looked, too, that the threat from the swaggerers 
and goose-steppers has not been followed up 
with anything more effective than divisions 
and flotillas of fine phrases. 

No man should be so optimistic or so biased 
in his views as not to believe the British are 
facing momentous problems at every corner of 
the world. No man should be so foolish as to 
believe these problems, affecting as they do, 
millions of people of different races and religi- 
ons, can be solved by plunging into a world 
War merely because certain forces, certain na- 
tions, believe they would be benefitted by 
forcing it. 

If an absence of haste, a lack of speed in ad- 
justing the intricate affairs of mankind, if 
muddling through,” will continue to preserve 
peace in the world, thereby permitting an or- 
derly solution of the many problems, then 
there should be more of it. It is true the sun 
never sets on England’s troubles, because Eng- 
land’s troubles are world problems. Such is the 
price His Majesty’s far-flung empire must pay 
for being so far-flung. 


Gadget-Makers Convention 

Last week the nation’s gadget-makers got 
together in annual session at Chicago. The 
usual number of handy, albeit impractical, im- 
plements were put on display for public ap- 
probation. 

An air-conditioned pie pan attracted many 
followers of the culinary arts, while a doughnut 
handle, designed for the purpose of elevating 
dunking to a higher level, got a great deal of 
attention. A combination vanity case, walking 
Stick, beach cape and umbrella, although 
fraught with many possibilities, did not cause 
the sensation created a few years ago by a me- 
chanical cow-tail restrainer—designed to pre- 
vent “Molly” from dipping her fly-swatter in 
the pail or swishing the milker in the Eye. 

While thousands of patents are granted by 
the government every year the vast majority 
of gadgets patented, of course, have. no prac- 
tical value. This fact, however, never seems to 
dampen the ardor of the inventors, which is 
fortunate, for who knows when a tremendously 
useful article may emerge. Nevertheless, the 
most important and useful machines and for- 
mulas are now devised in industrial labora- 
tories. | | 

Of course the usual run of mouse traps—a 
special hobby with gadget-makers—were on 
display at the meeting. What would an in- 
ventors’ convention be without a mouse trap? 
These, however, have become more or less com- 
monplace, as well as too ingenious. The average 
rodent simply isn’t smart enough to figure out 
how to get caught in most of these complicated 
mechanisms.

Editorial of the Day 


STRICTLY CONFIDENTIAL 
(From The Washington Post.) 

Now that the visit of their Britannic majesties 
to Washington is only a pleasant memory, the 
press may be pardoned for expressing pride in 
the confidence imposed in it by the government 
on that unique occasion. 

Some time in advance of the royal visit news- 
paper editors and writers were made privy to cer- 
tain secrets of state. These secrets were confided 
by means of confidential documents from the De- 
partment of State. 

Such were the now famous documents Nos. 
233, 234 and 235. Each was inscribed with a 
warning that not a word nor a hint of the vital 
information therein reach the public before 8 p. m. 
(eastern standard time) on June 8, 1939. But the 
necessity for secrecy now has passed and it is per- 
mitted, in the interests of history, to divulge what 
we know. 

Document No. 234 revealed that at the White 
House dinner their majesties were to be fed calf's 
head soup, terrapin, boned capon, maple and al- 
mond ice cream and white pound cake. Document 
No. 233 was not less startling. It disclosed, among 
other things, that the table decorations would in- 
clude cattleya orcnid (alba), white phalaenopsis 
and adiantum gloriosa fern. 

Most significant, however, was document No. 
235, which in strict confidence revealed that: 

“American music today is made up of three 
distinct living idioms—a folk, a popular and an 
art music.” 

We cannot deny a sense of relief that the duty 
of safeguarding these secrets is ended. Yet we 
should not be human if we failed to rejoice that 
we, like other editors, proved ourselves discreet 
until it was safe to make these matters of di-

THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


CO-OPERATION—AT LAST! WASHINGTON, June 21.—The 
prevailing method of coping 


with the relief problem was neatly dramatized, the other day, by 
the proud announcement that federal, state and municipal relief 
agencies in New York have at last succeeded in agreeing to co- 
operate. Namely, it appears that, after a titanic effort, they have 
co-ordinated their re-employment efforts so that all reliefers will 
be registered in centralized public employment bureaus. 

The announcement of this staggering event occupied the second 
lead position on the front page of the New York Times. In the 
past six years of continuous struggle with the relief problem, huge 
armies of men and women have been supported at public expense, 
over $15,000,000,000 has been spent, and-enough ink has been spilled 
in controversy to retint the Atlantic ocean. Yet, when the relief 
agencies take a step that was obviously advisable to the most child- 
ish eye, it is the stcond most important news story in one of the 
great newspapers of the world. 


THE THREE COMPETITORS That may seem incredible, yet 
it is not only true, but highly 


typical of the relief situation. Since the peculiarities of our relief 
system do not seem to be very generally known, it is perhaps worth 
recalling them briefly. 

Leaving out such controversial matters as politics in relief, let 
us stick to the facts. In the first place, it is a fact that there now 
exist in this country three separate and competing major organi- 
zations, all dispensing some form of public assistance to the unem- 
ployed. The three are the Works Progress Administration, which 
gives work relief to 2,591,000 persons; the state and municipal di- 
rect relief agencies, which pay doles to around 1,850,000 cases, and 
the social security system, from which about 1,000,000 have sought 
unemployment benefits. This reckoning, of course, leaves out such 
lesser establishments as the Civilian Conservation Corps, the Na- 
tional Youth Administration, and the like. The main outlines of 
the picture are quite sufficiently complex. 

That the WPA, social security system and local relief system are 
in no way co-ordinated is already amply proved by the excitement 
over the trivial instance of co-operation in New York. Throughout 
the country there is no centralized mechanism for returning re- 
liefers to private employment. There is no centralized méchanism 
for collecting statistics and information. There is no centralized 
mechanism for checking on cases. In fact, each of the three major 
relief-dispensing organizations duplicates most of the activities of 
the iwo others. 

Nor is that all. Social security’s unemployment benefits are in- 
tended to be a kind of honorable insurance. The WPA ostensibly 
takes care of all uninsured employables. And the unemployables 
are ustensibly left to local direct relief. Actually, the rate of re- 
employment by private industry is higher among local direct relief 
cases in many localities—notably New York—than it is among the 
“employable” WPA workers. Actually, the assignment of a reliefer 
to one of these relief-dispensing organizations or another is a mat- 
ter uf pure luck, except as to social security. 


JUST ONE ANOMALY 0n top of all this, the costs and rates 


of benefit differ as widely as possible 
in the three organizations. The WPA spends an avérage of $61 
from the federal] Treasury and $15 in sponsors’ contributions on each 
of its cases each month. Of this per case cost of. $76, material and 
administrative costs eat up $23.50. The administrative costs of the 
social security and local relief systems are, of course, much less per 
case than $23.50. 

Meanwhile, the average WPA worker gets $52.50 monthly. The 
average recipient of social security’s honorable insurance benefits 
gets only $44. And as for the average unfortunate on local direct 
relief, he is given about $25, and not all in cash either. 

These three figures—$52.50 for the WPA reliefer, $44 for the 
man on social security’s unemployment benefit rolls, and $25 in cash 
and kind for the man on direct relief—are sufficient criticism of the 


relieg system all by themselves.

is made to your editorial, “Ducks 
Unlimited,” in your June 17. edi- 
tion of The Atlanta Constitution. 
The regional office of Region 7 
of the United States Biological 
Survey, which is now an estab- 
lished Atlanta _ institution, is 
pleased and gratified to observe 


the interest that The Constitution 
has taken in this and other edi- 
torials and articles on the subject 
of wild-life restoration and con- 
servation. ! 

In the editorial above referred 
to, however, this office is a little 
chagrined at the delegation of 
credit to this newly formed or- 
ganization for having increased 
the national supply of duck by a 
million and a half. 

I’m sure you are familiar with 
the determined stand made by the 
Biological Survey four years ago 
under the inspired and able lead- 
ership of newspaperman-cartoon- 
ist J. N. (Ding) Darling which 
definitely halted the downward 
trend of the waterfowl, and start- 
ed them back on the long, hard 
road to recovery under his chosen 
successor, Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson. 
Chief Gabrielson is the man who 
is bringing back the ducks. With 
the richly earned support of his 
program by the President, con- 
gress and the several state game 
departments, the future of the 
waterfowl and also the sport of 
hunting waterfowl and the thrill 
of every nature lover gets from 
the sight of great rafts of ducks 
and the winning V-shaped flight 
of the noble Canada goose, is at 
last safe. 

This great program undertaken 


by this federal bureau, with. the 
co-operation of the states, is mu tered 
ly benefited by the support of 
many organizations of sportsmen, 
including “Ducks Unlimited,” but 
most of these are frank to admit 
their function as one of aiding and 
co-operating with the public agen- 
cies charged with the restoration

ACTOR TESTIFIES 
IN BUCKNER CASE 


Herbert Marshall on Stand 
in Mail Fraud 
Trial. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—(P)—) 


The government gingered up its'| 
mail fraud case against William P. 
Buckner Jr. today with the testi- | 
mony of Hollywood personages, 
including Herbert Marshall, the 
British actor familiar for his quiet- 
ly whimsical stout-fellow roles on 
the screen. 

The central effort was to show | 
that Buckner, a hail-fellow pro-| 
moter, through two of his four co- 
defendants had made various ap- 
proaches to get innocent Holly- 
wood money as part of an alleged 
scheme to manipulate the market 
for Philippine railway bonds. 

Marshall himself was not of 
substantial direct help in this con-, 
nection. He testified that when 
John Stuart Hyde and C. W. Tur- 
ner, reputed Buckner associates, 
had come to call upon him he had 
given them nothing more than “a. 
spot of tea.” 

As to the business matter which | 
they had come to discuss—a mat-_ 
ter which he acknowledged was 
quite vague in his mind—the actor 
said he had told his callers to take 
that up with Miss Helen Dawson, 
his secretary. 

Miss Dawson was able to go 
more into detail. She produced 
stenographic notes of a conversa- 
tion with Hyde and Turner in 
which the latter was represented 
as having said that “huge profits” 
could be made by dealing in Phil- 
ippine bonds, and as having asked 
$6,000 from Marshall. 

Everett Crosby, brother of Bing, 
the crooner, testified that Turner 
had tried in vain to get him to put 
$35,000 in the Philippine bond 
deal. He said Turner “admitted 
openly that the deal was not 
honest.”

‘Write-In’ Chief Justice and 
Attorney General Seek To 
Get Incumbents’ Posts.

A “write-in” chief justice and 
a “write-in” attorney general 
quietly invaded Georgia’s capitol 
yesterday in a campaign to wrest 
these two high offices from ap- 
pointed incumbents.

DENIES PROTEST 
BY SMOKY TEAM 


Chattanooga Victory on 
June 9 Upheld by 
League Chief. 


By THAD HOLT. 

The Knoxville Smokies’ protest 
of a game played at Chattanooga 
on the night of June 9 and won by 
the Lookouts, 5-2, has been de- 
nied by President Trammell Scott, 
of the Southern Association. 


In setting forth his decision, 
President Scott directed attention 
to baseball Rule No. 56, which 
specifically states there can be no 
appeal from the eyesight decision 
of an umpire. And the Southern 
league chief, in rejecting Knox- 
ville’s protest, upheld a base um- 
pire’s reversal of a plate umpire’s 
decision. 


The _ situation which brought 
about Knoxville’s protest occurred 
in the second inning with Catcher 
Jim Galvin on first, another Chat- 
tanooga runner on third and two 
men out. Jimmy Hitchcock, the 
batter, drove a ground ball be- 
tween first and second base. Um- 
pires H. T. Campbell, who was 
working behind the plate, think- 
ing the ball had hit Galvin while 
running to second, called him out. 
Under Campbell’s ruling the side 
would have been retired and no 
runs would have scored on the 
play. 

Manager Kiki Cuyler, of Chat- 
tanooga, protested to Campbell. 
Umpire J. B. (Red) McCutcheon, 
who was officiating on the bases, 
was questioned and ruled that the 
batted ball did not strike Galvin 
and that the ball was in play and 
base runners were entitled to ad- 
vance aS many bases as they 
could. 


President Scott explained in de- 
tail how he arrived at his deci- 
sion, as follows: 


“Umpire McCutcheon being the base 
umpire at the time of the play and in a 
better position to see the play, was the 
proper official to call the play, and he 
was within his rights in ruling that the 
ball did not hit ayer Galvin. Rule 55, 
provides: ‘The field umpire shall take 
such positions on the playing tield as in 
his judgment are best suited for the 
rendering of base decisions. He shall 
render all decisions at first and second 
base, and all decisions at third base ex- 
cept those to be made by the umpire- 
in-chief in accordance with Section 3, 
Rule 54.’ 

“There is no appeal from the eyesight 
decision of the umpire. Rule 56 pro- 
vides: ‘There shall be no appeal from 
any decision of either umpire on the 
ground that he was not correct in his
